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Man charged 
with more than 
300 sex crimes 

Four others face indictments from grand jury

A Taylor County man original¬ 
ly charged with 100 counts of 
rape has now been charged with 
committing more than 300 sex 
crimes. 

Steven Grapevine, 34, of 1034 
Stoner Creek Road in Elk Horn, 
was indicted last Tuesday by a 
Taylor County grand jury. 

Grapevine was charged in two 
separate indictments with 312 
counts of a sex-related crime, 
three counts of criminal attempt 
to commit that same crime and 
four counts of first-degree sexu¬ 
al abuse. The indictment states 
that Grapevine allegedly sexu¬ 


ally abused and 
raped two teen¬ 
agers, one for 
nearly two years. 

A Taylor Coun¬ 
ty Sheriffs Office 
report states that 
deputies were 
told that Grape¬ 
vine allegedly 
sexually abused 
a 15-year-old girl while she was 
visiting a home in Taylor Coun¬ 
ty. 

Two days later, the report 
states, a 19-year-old female told 
sheriffs deputies that, starting 
when she was 15, Grapevine 
allegedly raped her once or twice

Council votes 6-4 in favor of hiring new chief, 
questions arise about lack of local candidates

Campbellsville Fire & Rescue 
has a new leader. 

Kyle Smith of Frankfort was 
hired last Thursday night, after 
Campbellsville Mayor Tony 
Young recommended him for 
the job. 

Council members approved 
Young’s recommendation with a 
vote of 6-4, with Vangie Ford, 
Stan McKinney, Terry Keltner 
and Vicki Mullins casting the 
“no” votes. 

Former chief Allen “A. J.” John¬ 
son retired at the end of August 
after working as a firefighter for 
nearly 40 years and as chief for 
18. 

Young said the search for John¬ 
son’s replacement was extensive, 
with a series of three interviews. 
The first included Campbells¬ 
ville Police Chief Tim Hazlette, 
Gary Magers, director of Camp- 
bellsville/Taylor County EMS, 
City Clerk Cary Noe and three 
Council members who weren’t 
named. 


In the second 
round, Young 
said, an assistant 
director at EMS, 
a police captain 
and a codes 
enforcement offi¬ 
cer sat in on the 
interviews. For 
the final round, 

Young and City 
Attorney John 
Miller interviewed the candi¬ 
dates. 

Eleven candidates were inter¬ 
viewed in the first phase, Young 
said. Six were in the second and 
four were interviewed in the 
final round. 

Young said there was a lot of 
discussion between each panel 
as to who would make the best 
candidate for the job. He said 
each applicant was scored based 
on his or her credentials, appli¬ 
cation, resume, cover letter and 
education. 

The most weight, Young said, 
was given to the opinions of the 
interview panels and the actual 
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Pat Jones, a teacher at Taylor County Middle School, was diagnosed with breast cancer in July. 
She will begin chemotherapy treatments soon. To prepare for losing her hair, doctors have told 
her to begin wig shopping. Above and below, Jones tries on several to see what color and style 
she might choose.

one?” they ask. 

She takes a look 
and hesitantly 
says she will give 
it a chance. 

Pat Jones slowly 
slips the wig on 
her head and 
looks at herself in 
the mirror. After 
a while, she says, 

“Is it me?” 

Her family members, there for moral sup¬ 
port, grin and say, “It looks great.” 

Jones will soon see a different reflection in 
the mirror. She is set to begin chemotherapy 
treatments soon in a battle to beat breast 
cancer. 

Her doctors have told her to pick out a wig 
now in preparation for treatments causing 
her medium-length blond hair to fall out. 

Jones, a sixth- and eight-grade social stud¬ 
ies teacher at Taylor County Middle School, 
says she believes a positive attitude is key to 
winning her battle. 

“I have cancer, but I don’t feel bad,” Jones 
said. 

October is National Breast Cancer Aware¬ 
ness Month. 

About two years ago, Jones said, her health 
began to go downhill. After having problems 
with her back, having osteoarthritis and 
fibromyalgia and going through menopause, 
she began taking some natural supplements. 
She says they made her feel a bit better.

Well-known restaurant 
considered site, changed 
plans, owner says

It’s still up for grabs. 

The former Fruit of the Loom prop¬ 
erty is still for sale, and a restaurant 
was very close to locating at the 
site. 

The 38-acre FOL site has been 
divided into several sites for poten¬ 
tial retail stores, and efforts are 
being made to fill those slots. 


A real estate agency in Louisville 
has the property for sale at a $500,000 
price tag for each acre, or $19 mil¬ 
lion for the entire site. 

Heartbeat Development LLC, made 
up of local attorney John C. Miller, 
Green River Marina owner and 
operator of demolition company HCL 
Inc. Dennis Brinley and Danny Pyles 
of Pyles Excavating Inc. in Colum¬ 
bia, owns the FOL property. The 
company was formed for the sole 
purpose of buying the FOL proper¬ 
ty. 

The FOL building, which was once 
the lifeblood of Taylor County, 
became an eyesore after sitting 


abandoned for many years after FOL 
closed in 1998. Since then, it has 
been the sight of various community 
cleanups. 

In June 2009, the site became a 
mixture of decaying equipment and 
charred rubbish after a fire destroyed 
much of the building. 

Deed records from the Taylor 
County Courthouse state that Heart¬ 
beat Development purchased the 
building in September 2009 from 
Ford Lumber Building Supply Inc. in 
Dupont, Ind., and Terry Eaglin 
Motorsports Inc. of Versailles, Ind., 
for $750,000.

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Demolition at the Fruit of the Loom site has prepared 
the site for future tennants, and the property remains 
for sale by Heartbeat Development, a local group 
looking to develop the site. 


A “for sale” sign was 
placed near the property 
at the intersection of KY 
55 and U.S. 68 when the 
developers first began try¬ 
ing to sell the space. 

Miller says that has since 
been moved after develop¬ 
ers learned that it was on a 
state right of way “Even 
though it was not impeding 
anyone’s view of the inter¬ 
section, the state has to 
treat everyone equally, and 
they asked us to relocate it, 
which we did,” he said. 

Since purchasing the 
property, Miller said, 
Heartbeat Development 
has worked to demolish 
what remains of the FOL 
building. Miller says that 
demolition is now com¬ 
plete, with the exception of 
some concrete retaining 
walls and concrete pads 
that will be left alone for 
now. 

“We ultimately intend to 
use much of the clean con¬ 


crete from the demolition 
as fill material in the large 
ravines located on the 
Highway 68 side of the 
property,” he said. “How¬ 
ever, we can not do this 
until we acquire the right 
of way from the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation.” 

Miller said the plans to 
buy the right of way and 
build a drainage system 
and new entrance to the 
FOL site were approved. 

He said some potential 
buyers have expressed 
interest in the FOL prop¬ 
erty. 

“We ... were very close to 
leasing a lot to a well- 
known restaurant,” he 
said. “However, that pros¬ 
pect decided not to go for¬ 
ward at that time. We are 
aggressively marketing 
the property, but we do not 
have any planned 
announcements at this 
point.” In the meantime, 
Miller said, Heartbeat 


Development will continue 
to try and make the FOL 
property more present¬ 
able. 

Heartbeat Development 
is working with Robert 
Schwartz of GBRE Global 
Commercial Real Estate 
Services in Louisville to 


attract buyers. Schwartz 
markets property to poten¬ 
tial buyers from all over 
the United States. Accord¬ 
ing to a description of the 
FOL site on the CBRE 
website, www.cbre.com, 
the property is divisible 
and is for sale or lease. 


Battle: Local 


woman prepares for battle against breast cancer

Her cancer experience 
began with a regular breast 
screening in July at Taylor 
Regional Hospital. Jones, 
59, began having the 
screenings in her 40s and 
has had them regularly 
since. 

“I have to give them 
kudos for feeling this,” she 
said. “I didn’t feel this.” 

After having her screen¬ 
ing, she was told that doc¬ 
tors wanted an ultrasound. 

“I knew I was in trouble 
then,” she said. 

After the ultrasound, 
Jones had a biopsy. At that 
point, she said, she knew 
something was wrong. 

“I already knew it,” she 
said. “I asked, 'Do I need 
to bring anybody?’ She 
said, 'Sure.’” 

If family history is an 
indication, Jones says she 
knew her chances of get¬ 
ting some form of cancer 
were high. 

A sister, brother and her 
father died of cancer and 
another sister, Mary Ann 
Underwood, battled colon 
cancer in 2004. Some other 
family members have also 
had breast cancer. 

Underwood has beaten 
her cancer. 

“Early detection, that’s 
it,” she said. “If they get it 
early, it’s not a death sen¬ 
tence anymore.” 

Jones said she was told 
her cancer was aggressive, 
so she had to decide quick¬ 
ly how to proceed. 

“I just turned it over to 
God,” she said. 

Jones had a lumpectomy 
on Aug. 29 and they 
removed a lymph node to 
try and prevent her cancer 
from spreading there. 
Jones said she decided 
early on that she will fight 
her cancer. 

“Put on your big girl 
bloomers and go,” she 
said. 

“And that’s what we do,” 
Underwood said. 

Jones said she believes 
God has set her on a jour¬ 


ney, and her family is there 
to help her through it. 
Jones and Underwood say 
they get a lot of their 
strength from their moth¬ 
er, Alice Stiles, 85. 

“She’s healthier than any 
of us,” Jones said. “She’s a 
pillar of strength.” 

Stiles said seeing her 
children battle cancer has 
been hard. 

“Well, God’s been good to 
me,” she said. “He’s seen 
me through it all. If it 
wasn’t for that, I don’t 
believe I could haven taken 
it.” 

And Jones said her diag¬ 
nosis has brought her clos¬ 
er to Underwood. 

“She’s there for me,” 
Jones said. 

Since having her lumpec¬ 
tomy, Jones has been asked 
to decide if she will have 
chemo followed with radi¬ 
ation treatments. The deci¬ 
sion wasn’t an easy one, 
she said. She at first con¬ 
sidered trying holistic 
treatments. 

“When I found peace with 
it, the decision came,” she 
said. 

Jones will soon have four 
chemo treatments over a 
12-week period. In Janu¬ 
ary, she will begin the first 
of 25 to 30 radiation treat¬ 
ments and then take medi¬ 
cation for the next year. 
Jones said she has been 
invited to be part of a clini¬ 
cal radiation study but 
hasn’t decided if she will 
join. 

“It’s a lot to think about,” 
she said. 

She said her doctors have 
encouraged her to contin¬ 
ue teaching until she has to 
step away from the class¬ 
room to recover. 

“I’m scared,” she said 
about her upcoming chemo 
treatments. But Jones said 
she believes she will have 
a great future. 

“Oh, I’m looking for a 
bright future,” she said. 
“Go back to work, retire in 
a few years. I have a busi- 
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ness on the side I would 
like to continue. [My hus¬ 
band Jim and I] would like 
to travel.” 

Jones said she has already 
gotten a wall full of cards 
from people wishing her a 
quick recovery. She says 
God, her family and friends 
will keep her strong 
throughout her battle. 

“These are the people 
that are gonna help me 
through this,” she said. 

In May, Jones and her 
husband will have been 
married for 30 years. 

“If chemo goes by as fast 
as the past 29 years, it will 
be OK.” 

Jones said family mem¬ 
bers aren’t the only ones 
helping her battle her ill¬ 
ness. She said she recently 
had some students, who at 
that point hadn’t interact¬ 
ed with her much, tell her 
they are praying for her. 

“And you thought they 
wouldn’t have even thought 
about me,” she said. 

Underwood said several 
churches have added the 
family to their prayer 
lists. 

“I don’t know what peo¬ 
ple do without God,” Jones 
said. “And I couldn’t do it 
without family. 

“I don’t look at this as a 
death sentence. It’s a win- 
win situation. I’ll be able to 
recover and go on with my 
family. Or, I’ll be with my 
heavenly father. I just hope 
everyone around me is 
ready.” 

Underwood, the survivor 
chair for Relay for Life, 
said she believes her sis¬ 
ter’s cancer experience 
will make her an even 
stronger witness than she 
is now. “She’s my younger 


sister, but I look up to her,” 
she said. “There’s not a 
person that’s not been 
touched. Every day some¬ 
body new is diagnosed. 
This time it just happened 
to be my sister.” 

Jones and Underwood 
encourage women to get 
annual breast screenings, 
and both men and women 
to take care of themselves. 

“I don’t know what caused 
mine,” Jones said. “I had 
no idea. The point being, I 
caught it. 

“I thought I would have 
colon cancer. I never even 
thought about breast can¬ 
cer. If we knew what 
caused it, we’d stop doing 
it.” 

Jones said she tries to eat 
only organic foods and 
take good care of herself. 
Her diagnosis has made 
her much more health 
conscious. 

But above all, she said, 
she wants to keep the atti¬ 
tude that her treatment 
will work out fine. 

“I think if you’ve got a 
positive attitude, you can 
make it through any¬ 
thing.” 

But Jones says she 
admits she is a bit worried 
about losing her hair. 

“I’ve always wondered 
what I looked like bald,” 
she said. “I just hope it’s a 
cute bald.” 

Back at the wig shop, 
Jones slips on another one, 
this one a bit darker shade 
than the last. She combs it 
a bit and then looks at her 
reflection. 

“I like it,” her husband, 
Jim, responds. 

“Do you?” she said. 

“Let’s go with it,” she 
says.

interviews. Young said 
Smith has 26 years of fire 
experience and is also an 
EMT and paramedic. 

“As you can see, his list 
of accomplishments [is] 
rather lengthy and very 
commendable/’ Young 
said. 

Smith attended the meet¬ 
ing to answer any ques¬ 
tions Council members 
had. 

Council member Dave 
Nunery said he knows the 
interview process was 
competitive and a good 
way to find a candidate. 
He made a motion to 
approve the recommenda¬ 
tion to hire Smith, which 
Council member Greg 
Rice seconded. 

Before voting, Council 
member Terry Keltner 
said “No reflection on Mr. 
Smith, very qualified. But 
I’m disappointed that we 
couldn’t promote some¬ 
body from within our fire 
department. I just find that 
unusual that we don’t have 
anybody qualified.” 

Young said there were 
very qualified candidates 
for the position and some 
from within the depart¬ 
ment. 

“It’s just that it was a 
competitive [process] and 
the decision was made that 
the candidate that was best 
suited for our situation at 
this time was outside.” 

Last month, firefighter 
Kenny Anderson, who 
applied for the chief posi¬ 
tion, was appointed inter¬ 
im chief. Keltner asked if 
one of the internal candi¬ 
dates who had 20 years of 
experience was given any 
extra credit for that expe¬ 
rience. Young said that 
was considered. 

“And it wasn’t enough to 
change the outcome,” Kelt¬ 
ner asked.

Young said it wasn’t. 

In a roll call vote, Rich¬ 
ard Jeter said he guesses 
he will vote for Smith, even 
though he doesn’t know 
him.

Council member Randy 
Herron said he believes 
local staff should be con¬ 
sidered for the position, 
and they were, but said if 
Young recommends Smith, 
he will agree.

a week for two and a half 
years. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Dickie Benning- 
field investigated. 

After Grapevine’s initial 
arrest last month, Ben- 
ningfield said deputies 
called Grapevine in for 
questioning after receiv¬ 
ing the reports. 

During an interview, 
Benningfield said, Grape¬ 
vine admitted to some of 
the acts he is accused of 
committing. Grapevine 
was arrested after that 
interview. 

Grapevine’s arrest cita¬ 
tions state that he allegedly 
exposed himself to one of 
the girls and touched her 
breasts. 

Court records state that 
Grapevine admitted ver¬ 
bally and in a written state¬ 
ment to sexually abusing 
one of the girls and raping 
the other. 

Bond in one of Grape¬ 
vine’s cases was set at 
$100,000 cash. In the other, 
bond was set at $50,000 
cash. He was ordered to 
not have contact with his 
alleged victims. 

If convicted, Grapevine 
could be sentenced to as 
much as 20 years in prison 
for each of the sex-related 
crimes and as much as 10 
years on the sexual abuse 
charges. 


Also indicted: 

• Jay Nicholas Chappel, 
29, of Tharp Drive in 
Campbellsville, was 
charged in two separate 
indictments with first- 
degree selling less than 10 
dosage units of a narcotic 
drug, first-degree selling 
10 units of a narcotic drug 
and two counts of being a 
second-degree persistent 
felony offender. 


Bond in one case was set 
at $12,000 and $13,000 in 
the other. If convicted in 
both cases, Chappel could 
be sentenced to as much 
as 15 years in prison. The 
charge of being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender could 
increase any sentence he 
might receive. 

• Patricia Montgomery, 
26, of 2051 Hatcher Road 
in Campbellsville, was 
charged with first-degree 
selling 10 dosage units of a 
narcotic drug. 

Bond was set at $15,000 
cash and she was ordered 
to be monitored and not 
consume any drugs or 
alcohol. If convicted, 
Montgomery could be sen¬ 
tenced to as much as 10 
years in prison.

Bond was set at $1,500 
cash. If convicted, Yocum 
could be sentenced to as 
much as five years in pris¬ 
on. 

• Justin Kade Shepherd, 
31, of 213 Arbor Lane in 
Campbellsville, was 
charged with first-degree 
possession of a controlled 
substance and being a 
first-degree persistent fel¬ 
ony offender. 

Bond was set at 10 per¬ 
cent of $13,000. He was 
ordered to not consume 
any drugs or alcohol. If 
convicted, Shepherd could 
be sentenced to as much 
as five years in prison. 
The charge of being a per¬ 
sistent felony offender 
could increase any sen¬ 
tence he might receive.
